G. S. R. 797(E).— WHEREAS in the matter of import of Trimethoprim, falling under sub¬ 
heading No. 2933.59 of the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975), 
originating in, or exported from China, the designated authority vide its preliminary findings, 
published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, Section 1, dated the 31 st August, 2000,

(a) Trimethoprim, originating in, or exported from, China, has been exported to India 
below normal value, resulting in dumping; 

(b) the domestic industry has suffered material injury;

— The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government, after consultation with the Central Committee 
for Food Standards, proposes to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) , read with 
sub-section (i-A), of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), is hereby 
published as required by the said sub-section (1 ), for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration after the expiry 
of a period of 21 days from the date on winch the copies of die Official Gazette in which tins notification is 
published are made available to the public, 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with respect to the said 
draft rules within the period specified above will be considered by the Central Government,

DRAFT RULES 


1 (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) 

Rules, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, - 

(ft in rule 32,- 

(A) in clause (b), after the second proviso, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely - 

AProvided also that whenever any article of food contains whole or part of any animal 
including birds, fresh svater oi marine animals or eggs as an ingredient,- 

(a) a declaration to this effect shall be made by a symbol and colour code so stipulated for 
this purpose to indicate that the product is Non-Vegetanan Food. The symbol shall consist of a prominent 
red colour circle having a diameter not less than the minimum height prescribed for the letters, when 
blown, formed, moulded, embossed or perforated on the container, undei clause iii), sub- rule (5) of rule 
36 inside the square with black outline having side double to the diameter of the circle as indicated m 
clause (16) of sub-rule (ZZZ) of rule 42, 

(b) the symbol shall be displayed, - 

(ft on the package having contrast background on principal display panel, 

Oi) just close in proximity to the name or brand name of the product, ana 

(iii) on the labels, containers, pamphlets, leaflets, advertisements in any media. 
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Prodded also that where any article of food contains egg only as Non- Vegetarian ingredient the 
manufacturer, or packer or seller may give declaration to this effect in addition to the said symbol."; 

(B) after Explanation VIIL the following Explanation shall be inserted, namely 

1 Explanation IX - ANon-Vegetarian Food” means an article of food which contains whole or part 
of any animal including birds, fresh water or marine animals or eggs as an ingredient.’; 

(II) in rule 42, in sub- rule (Z ZZ), after clause (15), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(1 6) every package of non- vegetarian food shall bear the following symbol on the principal 

display panel just close in proximity to the name or brand name of food, namely: -
